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Huxley Discussed 
By Miss Mason 

Author Not Atheist 
Is View Presented 
To Literature Society 

' "Huxley Is not an atheist, but 
rather a frustrated romanticist, who 
would like to see religion and the 
Victorian concept of true love, 
moonlight and roses, but has failed 
to find them." This was the essence 
of the informal address given by 
Mifs Gertrude Mason of the Eng- 
lish Society held last night , at the 
Maplcwood Avenue home ot ItF 
vice-president Joan Cassidy. 

Miss Mason's talk traced Huxley's 
development from his earliest 
novels to his most recent works. 
Explaining that he belonged to the 
"Wasteland" group of poets and 
writers (so called after T. S, Eliot's 
poem of that name), she went on 
to show how Huxicy was influenced 
by tlie shattering of the many hu- 
man ideals which, the first Great 
War destroyed. 

After Miis Mason's introductory 
remarks, a general discussinn fol- 
lowed on modern literature, ils in- 
fluences, its sources, and it pro- 
gress. .

Sunday Observed by Students 
As Universal Day of Prayer 



On Sunday, February 20, .the Uni- 
versal Day of Prayer for students, 
sponsored by the World's Student 
Christian Fcdcralion which wa.s 
founded In Sweden in 1895, will be 
observed in more than 40 countries 
throughout the world. It is the 
oldest, largest, and most widespread 
international student organization 
with affiliated movements in coun- 
tries that now arc at war with one 
another, and with meml>crs belong- 
ing to all the great confessions 
within - the. Christian Chi^rch. . ' . 

Some 'movements have been ac- 
tually obliterated for the time being 
by war because universities arc no 
longer open; others, such as tha-ic 
of the Baltic countries and Czecho- 
slovakia, have been , closed down 
by totalitarian governments; others, 
such as the Dutch S.C.M., have 
found the only way of honor was 
to end their offici.il existence. The 
amazing feature ot this dark and 
dangerous period in liip history of 
the World's Student Christian Fed- 
eration is the way in which move- 



ments do carry on, and maintal.i 
against impossible odds a stronger 
witness to Christian truth than 

ever in the days of peace, stated a 
representative o£ the organization. 
More than that, new movcmcnL' 
have been coming into existence 
in Latin America; others have 
sprung up in different parts of the 
continent of Africa. As one move- 
ment "enters the silence" under 
the stress of time, a new one is 
born. 

The Universal,pay jf Prayer \ylll- 
be observed by McGill students at 
the Student Chapel Service in 
Divinity Hail Chapel at 7.30 Sun- 
day evening. Professor Gerald It. 
Cragg will preach, and will be as- 
sisted, in conducting the service by 
John Cunningham and Phyllis Cur- 
tis.

Rozet Speaks at 
French Society 

Readings From Hugo. 
Daudet and France 
Are. Featured 



The fourth meeting of the French 
Society took place yesterday after- 
noon in the Common Room of the 
n.V.C. Mr. Francois Rozet, distin- 
guished French actor of the Com- 
édie Française, was the guest speak- 
er. 

Maud Whittakcr, president of the 
Club, opened the meeting by an- 
nouncing that at the next meeting, 
elections of officers for next year's 
executive woiild be held. 'Then she 
introduced Mr. Rozet to the gather- 
ing. 

Mr. Rozet stated that he would 
render a few pages front the writ- 
ings of Anatole France and a selec- 
tion each from Daudet' and Victor 
Hugo. After the first reading from 
Anatole France, Barbara Ann Smith 
offered a selection from Bach on 
the piano. The next piece from 
Anatole France which Mr. Rozet 
rendered was, he stated, considered 
one of the loveliest In the French 
language. The next piece was a 
short story by Daudet, the well- 
known one aljout the last French 
lesson in a school in Alsace. The 
last piece was one which Victor 
Hugo wrote in 1815. The mooting 
was concluded by the singing of 
the Marseillaise, after which re-

To Hear Lambeck 

'What Is Truth' 
Is Title of 
Discussion Subject 



Jim Lambeek, third year Science 
student, will speak at the next 
meeting of the Philosophical Soci- 
ety which will take place next 
Tuesday^ evening at 8:15 in the 
R.V.C. Common Room. 

Lambeck. an honors student in 
mathematics, will speak on the 
topic, "What Is Truth?" Giving a 
statement on the problem which he 
will discuss, Lambeck said: "Phil- 
osophy is mainly concerned with 
values, such as the Good,<the Beau- 
tiful and the True. Science main- 
tains its steady and alarming pace 
in search for Truth. The question 
"What Is Truth" is therefore of 
fundamental importance for both, 
and constitutes the ^ain problem of 
Lo^ic, although its answer is not 
so much the object of speculation 
as the result of the development of 
logic itself. The question as to the 
nature o( truth will therefore have 
to be considered within its proper 
historical setting.' Of the more re- 
cent philosophers to be mentioned 
in this connection arc Russcl, Will 
gcnstcin and Carnap."

McGill Honored 

Tiiis evening tlic Société Artistique of 
the University of Montreal will present 
Cluudio Arrau in tlic sccunri of a scric.-- of 
four concerts. The night is in lionor of Mc- 
Gill University as the good neighbor of 
the U. of M. 

The French-Canadian students have 
made the first move to cement the ties of 
coinnion inlcrcEt which should bind two 
institutions wliosc purpose is tlic advance- 
ment of leniuing, the quest of tiulh. The 
annual debate is the only activity of im- 
portance which is shared by tlie student 
bodies of the two univcrsitieà, although 
there is a possibility of both entering the 
same hockey league next year. AVc feel 
that there are many other activities in 
which students of 'both institutions could 
participate. Since the University of Mont- 
real has made the first move, we hope that 
the clubs nnd societies on the campus will 
follow the lead. 

There is much to bo gained by partici- 
pation in activities which aro of mutual 
interest; and there is much to be learned 
by both student bodies about the customs, 
aspirations, and ideals of the other. We 
hope that the traditional reserve of the 
English speaking races will not prevent 

closer cooperation between ilie two bodies. 
• 

Secretary of the Union 

This position on the Union executive 
calls for considerable time. The secretary 
naturally keeps the minutes of the Union 
House Committee, and is responsible for 
the correspondence. His position calls for 
his constant presence in the building and 
an intimate knowledge of the equipment, 
the staff, and the members of the execu- 
tives of the different societies using the 
building. It is the place of the secretary 
to keep track of the engagement of rooms, 
to smooth out difficulties between conflict- 
ing clubs using the same rooms in the 
building, and to carry out the plans of the 
Committee. 

One of the most important duties of 
the secretary is that <^f planning publicity 
to keep the students informed of the Union 
programme. At certain times of the year 
this work becomes fairly heavy, especially 
during the fall when the Union holds in- 
formais, when special meals arc being 
served, and when tournaments are being 
conducted. 

Because of these duties, the secretary 
of the Union has living accommodation in 
the building. This privilege has been 
accorded to enable the secretary to be on 
the job practically day and night and any 
person standing for this position should 
appreciate the responsibilities involved 
and should be prepared to devote consider- 
able time to this work. 
. Only by the executive of the Union 
t.lking a personal interest in the welfare 
of the institution can it possibly fulfil the 
objects of its founder— namely, to be a 
place where all students may meet on an 
equal footing for fellowship and recreation. 

On sewal occasions in the past people 
have been elected to the Union Committee 
j.who have regarded the position as a mere 
means to secure a room for the forthcom- 
ing year. It is evident that such an attitude 
leads to a laxity of administration which 
cannot be tolerated in this, one of the most 
Important of the undergra(hiate activities 
; under the control of the Council.

Should a Christian accept the moral stand- 
ards o( his society? Should a Christian "live 
as the Romans do" or should the essential 
Christian altitude be the guiding principle in 
all relations of IKc? 

Obviously for the ChrlsUan there can be no 
escape from answering these two questions, 
There can be no compromise; the teachings of 
Jesus Christ allow none. Hence, neither can 
the church as a corporate Christian body accept 
any uncomfortable standard regardless of 
economic or political pressure. The duly ot a 
Christian is to try to diffuse into society his 
Christian principles and to fulfill In some part, 
the burden thrust upon him by his acceptance 
of Christianity. The Churches have lost their 
hold because in the end Ihey have conformed 
to existing moral values, which in. themselves 
are not Christian in origin, 'rather, than trans- 
form a society whose way of life was distinctly 
non-Christian. There has been no real attempt 
to apply Christian principles to the common 
life. We have not tried out Christianity. 

But if, however, the acceptance of tho 
Christian religion is not universal, should 
Christians' withdraw and live their life out 
together? Will they by so doing renounce all 
claim to their status as the moral "fathers" of 
society? No Christian In whatever status he 
may be should swerve from his duty of public 
service, and one who does not conform to the 
general standards will havo the best oppor* 
tunlty to render this service. 

But there arc some' who believe that it is 
a Christian's duty to himself and to his faith 
to be a part of the existing society and to live 
his life fully as any other person. His Christ, 
lanity would be in him but yet not a part of 
him. By this conformity to commun morals the 
ChrlsUan conscience has been responsible for 
the disappearance of many wrongs, and society 
is being awakened to the understanding that 
"men are their brothers' keepers". ' However, 
such a compromise would be • unworthy and 
unaccepta'ble. The demands of Christianity arc 
delinlle, and to be a sincere Christian means 
a complete obedience to these demands. Thcra 
U no moral .ground which can justify any such 
conformity and the Christian should b«ware 
of arguments to the contrary.

Flexner, Jennie Maas. Making 
Books Work: A Guide to the use 
of llbarlcs. N.Y., Simon and Shus- 
ter, 1043. 271 pages. $2.75, 

It is probably safe to say that not 
more than ten per cent, of the read- 
ing public know how to use the lib- 
rary. Yet "any library is built, aj- 
sembled, arranged and supplement- 
ed primarily for the benefita of Ita 
users, its readers. Especially is this 
true of our public libraries, -which. 
If looked at imnglnatlvely, can bo 
seen to reflect the Interests of the 
community." 

Jennie Flexner began her pro- 
fessional career in 1003 and since 

1028 has been a reader's adviser 
at The New York Public Library. 
She is thoroughly qualified to com- 
pile a library Baedekker. Her book 
is "intonded to put the reader, the 
user of books and libraries in the 
way of finding what he WKnts.' 
Miss Flexner recognizes "the niany 
diverse inhibitions created by lib 
rary buljdings and their archiicc 
tural arrangements and the artlfl 
clal barriers between those who sit 
behind desks and the reader and 
the books.*' She admits that unfam' 
illur library toots may seem con- 
fusing, but she also hopes that "the 
reader can be made to realize that 
there is an efficient technique for 
helping him to find what he wants. 
This technique can be clearly ex- 
plained by the librarian who has 
devised it and successfully used by 
the man or woman for whom it 
has been developed." 

"Making Books Work" describes 
the library and it^ contents in non- 
technical terms or "technical terms 
translated into plain English." The 
author begins with the card cata- 
logue. She gives a clear analysis 
of its make-up: — the different 
forms of entry, the significance uf 
the Individual cards, filing and all 
the other details that can be so 
confusing to the unitlated. She 
presents two informative chapters 
on reference books:— the use of en- 
cyclopedias, indexes, ycarbo'oks, 
almanacs, dictionaries and other 
sources of reference matcrlRl. Final 
chapters offer good advice on the 
compilation of a bibliography, the 
library's special services, the lib- 
rary in wartime and books for your 
own library. An appendix con- 
tains a list of questions and an- 
swers illustrntlng the use of the 
catalogue. All these explanations 
are told In a simple, readable style. 

This Is a most useful book. It 
brings a realization that we have 



to make libraries Jess formidable 
and book collections less inaccess- 
ible. When schooU, colleges and 
universities recognize the need for 
a short library course for all stU' 
dent3 Miss Flcxner's guide will be 
a suitable text. I'he information Is 
there in the library— readers must 
be taught how to find it.

The Editor, McGiU Dally. 
Dear Sir: 

' In trying to analyze the new 
Selective Service regulations re 
leased on Wednesday, I found the 
greatest difficulty was in finding 
the motive which would prompt 
six university representatives to 
recommend a mass elimination of 
hundreds of students across Can 
ada. Previously we thought of 
Selective Service regulations as a 
"wccding-out' ' process, but now 
they are nothing more than a 
scheme for slicing off an important 
part of the student population each 
year in a manner that might almost 
be termed Indiscriminate. It Is dif- 
ficult to believe that any group of 
people with more than a superficial 
knowledge of the University cur- 
riculum could recommend such nc 
tion, and for that reason I feel that 
some statement should be made 
by the University Advisory Board 
to explain their stand. 

In McGill at least, the students 
who will be in the most unfortun 
ate position as a result of the new 
regulations will bo those in Law 
and Theology, whore classes arc so 
small ihat the automatic failure of 
one-half of the âtudcnt body will 
be a severe blow to the faculties. 
Moreover, it is conceivable that In 
such small classes a majority ot the 
students might do very well in 
their examinations, and students 
passing with first class honours 
might be forced by the N.S.S. to 
leave the University because of 
"unsatisfactory" work. To members 
of the larger faculties such a situa- 
tion may seem impossible, but ac- 
cording to the letter of the regula- 
tions it can happen, ?lso it is evi- 
dent that in Arts and Science many 
cases will arise of students being 
forced to leave, with higher marks 
than others who will be allowed to 
stay. As an attempt to prohibit 
"non-essential" courses the order is 
merely a half-way measure, and as 
an effort to give the most dcscrv-

/ajth. It Ls seen from history that both types 
of Christians— those who believe solely in

been maintained. But it is also seen that the 
Church ' has been steadily losing its hold on 
society, and by adapting itself to current stand» 
.ards it is in constant danger of being termed 



hypocritical. When these standards become in" 
volvcd in any revolution, the Church which 
consciously allows the ^existence and con; 
tinuity of those standards is condenrmed by the 
very society with which it lias tried to con- 
form. Men seelc for a new faith which will 
answer their desires in a positive rather than 
a negatlvej^manncr. The moral purpose behind 
this faithT'^alttiough ChrisUan in ouUinc, will 
not be a conscious emanation of Christianity. 
Christianity will be lost to the world unless it 
can translate its ideals Into terms which will 
suit the mood of the society. But it will be 
completely dead if it accepts or continues to 
accept ' any compromise which will prevent.

It 
took part in all the principal en- 
gagements of that year and the 
summer battles around Arras and 
Lens. In October, It moved to the 
Yprcs salient for three months, 
took part in the Passchaendaele 
campaign In the following spring, 
and then was stationed in the Lens 
area. From there it took part in 
the advance into Belgium. At the 
time of the Armistice the Battery 
was stationed near Mons. It re- 
turned to Canada in the spring ot 
1919.

This would mean that 
84 men would have to enter the 
First Year of Arts in order that one 
man might graduate in Law. 

It was learned yesterday at the 
Registrar's Office that this is not 
the proper interpretation of the 
regulations. This session the upper 
half rule applies in all years and 
In all courses not specially exempt 
ed. but after this year It will apply 
only in the First Year, and stu 
dents who are permitted under the 
regulations to go ahead with tbei 
course will subsequently be allow 
ed to graduate without any further 
weeding out, except students who 
actually fail in the regular exami- 
nations and are reported to the 
Divisional Registrar under the pre- 
vious arrangements. 

This means that under the new 
regulations a man in the First Year 
nf Arts who succeeds In getting 
place in the upper half of his year 
will be granted deferment of call- 
up until he gets his B.A. degree un- 
less the present regulations are 
changed. Similarly a student in the 
First Year of Law. who make the 
upper half of h'is class will be per- 
mitted to graduate unless he fails 
his year. Of course the regula- 
tions are subject to change at any 
time.

Sweet Foods Cause 
Much Dental Disease 
Says Faculty Dean 



Yesterday afternoon. Dr. A. L. 

Walsh, Dean of the faculty of Den- 
tistry, in addressing the regular 
meeting ot the Prc-Medical Society, 
stated that 85 per cent of the popu- 
lation of Canada Is suffering (rom 
Dental Disease. ' He gave statistics 
of some o( the research that is 
being done In the Universities of 
the United States, in the dental line, 
mostly trying to find the preventa- 
tive for the dental disease. 

Dr. Walsh advised Vitamin D as 
the best nutriment in the preven- 
tion o( decay of teeth. This vitamin 
is received in greatest quantities 
from sunshine, and secondly from 
cod-liver oil. Dr. Wabh said that 
a diseased mouth was In many cases 
the direct cause of more fatal ail- 
ments, such as cancer. He cited 
the example of a boy, who as a 
young school-child was considered 
hopeless mentally. It was noted 
that the boy's mouth was in an 
advanced state of decay; when he 
had attended a dentist, and his 
mouth was cured, his mental state 
Improved very noticeably, and hU 
school work was •excellent. 

In closing. Dr. Walsh expressed 
the idea that "if more sweet words 
came out ot the mouth, and less 
sweet things went in, we would 
have a much healthier and happier 
population." 



Former Student at UNB 
Finds Cure for Disease 

Frbdoriclon, Feb. 17. —(CUP) 
— Manzer L. Bunker of the 
University of New Brunswick, 
class of '42, has found an effec- 
tive treatment for immersion 
foot, a limb disease contracted 
by sailors exposed at sea. De- 
fying the old theories ot apply- 
ing heat to the affected parts. 
Bunker began experiments In 
the R.C.N. Research Unit at the 
Banting Institute, and found 
that cold produced startling 
effects in the badly affected 
limbs. To keep out the water. 
Bunker j experimented with ani- 
mal fats; but these were not 
entirely successful. ITien he 
tried petroleum jelly, which was 
more efficacious. His first prob- 
lems were solved after five 
months .of research. 

During, his four years at New 
Brunswick, Bunker was a lead- 
ing student, and look an active 
part In campus life. Among
